Domicile of Persons, Firms and Corporations Trans­ 
acting Business Within the State of Oklahoma; Providing for 
Forfeiture and Revocation of License to Transact Business in 
the State Upon the Filing in Any Coart of Record, Claim or 
Declaration of Domicile in Another State or Foreign Country; 
the Duty of Judges Relative Thereto; and Providing Penalty for 
Transacting Business After Revocation of License. 
BE IT ENACTED 
BY 
THE 
PEOPLE 
OF 
TH E 
STATE 
OF 
OKLAHOMA: 
SECTION I: 
That the domicile of every person, firm or 
corporation 
conducting a business in person, by agent, through 
an office, or otherwise transacting business within the State of 
Oklahoma, and which has complied with or may comply with 
the Constitution and laws of the State of Oklahoma, shall be 
for all purposes deemed and held to be the State of Oklahoma. 
SECTION 2. 
That the license or charter to do business 
within the State ok Oklahoma of every person, firm or corpora­ 
tion conducting a business in person, by agent, through an office 
or otherwise transacting business within said State of Oklahoma, 
who shall claim or declare in writing before any court of law or 
equity within said State of Oklahoma, domicile within another 
state or foreign country, shall upon such declaration, be imme­ 
diately revoked. 
SECTION 3: 
That it shall be the duty of the Judge of any 
court in which any declaration or claim of domicile within an­ 
other state or foreign country is filed, to report to the Secretary 
of State and to furnish said Secretary of State with an authenti­ 
cated copy of any claim or declaration in writing made or filed, 
declaring domicile within another state or foreign country. 
SECTION 4: 
That the Secretary of State immediately upon 
receipt of the copy of the claim or declaration of any person, 
firm or corporation as aforesaid, shall declare the license or char­ 
ter of any person, firm or corporation so filing said claim or 
declaration forfeited and revoked. 
SECTION 5: 
That any person, firm or corporation con­ 
ducting a business in person, by agent, through an office or other­ 
wise transacting business within the State of Oklahoma, whose 
license to do business within said State of Oklahoma shall have 
been revoked as aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of 
a 
misde­ 
meanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not 
less than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) nor more than Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) for each day or part thereof they 
shall so conduct a business after the revocation of their license 
to do business within this State as aforesaid.

Nothing in this Act shall be construer to al­ 
low any corporation organized under the law of any other State, 
Territory or foreign country to exercise the right of eminent do­ 
main in the State of Oklahoma.

Domicile of Persons, Firms and Corporations Trans- 


acting Business Within the State of Oklahoma; Providing for 
Forfeiture and Kevocation of license to Transact Business in 
the State Upon the Filing in Any Court »t Record, Claim or 
Declaration of Domicile in Another State or Foreign Country: 
the Duty of Judges Relative Thereto; and Providing Penalty for 
Transacting Business After Revocation of License. 


BE IT ENACTED 
BY THE 
PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF 


OKLAHOMA: 


SECTION 1: 
That the domicile of every person, firm or 


corporation 
conducting a business in person, by agent, through 


an office, or otherwise transacting business within the State of 
Oklahoma, and which has complied with or may comply with 
the Constitution and laws of the State of Oklahoma, shall be 
for all purposes deemed and held to be the State of Oklahoma. 


SECTION 2. That the license or charter to do business 


within the State ok Oklahoma of every person, firm or corpora- 
tion conducting a business in person, by agent, through an office 
or otherwise transacting business within said State of Oklahoma, 
who shall claim or declare in writing before any court of law or 
equity within said State of Oklahoma, domicile within another 
state or foreign country, shall upon such declaration, be imme- 
diately revoked. 


SECTION 3: 
That it shall be the duty of the Judge of any 


court in which any declaration or claim of domicile within an- 
other state or foreign country is filed, to report to the Secretary 
of State and to furnish said Secretary of State with an authenti- 
cated copy of any claim or declaration in writing made or filed, 
declaring domicile within another state or foreign country. 


SECTION 4: 
That the Secretary of State immediately upon 


receipt of the copy of the claim or declaration of any person, 
firm or corporation as aforesaid, shall declare the license or char- 
ter of any person, firm or corporation bo filing said claim or 
declaration forfeited and revoked. 


SECTION 5: 
That any person, firm or corporation con- 


ducting a business in person, by agent, through an' office or other- 
wise transacting business within the State of Oklahoma, whose 
license to do business within said State of Oklahoma shall have 
been revoked as aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of 
a 
misde- 


meanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not 
less than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) nor more than Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) for each day or part thereof they 
shall so conduct a business after the revocation of their license 
to do business within this State as aforesaid. 


SECTION 6: 
Nothing in this Act shall be construer to al- 


low any corporation organized under the law of any other State, 
Territory or foreign country to exercise the right of eminent do- 
main in the State of Oklahoma. 


SECTION 7: 
An Emergency is hereby declared to exist 


"whereby the immediate passage of this Act is declared necessary 
for the preservation of the public peace and safety, and this act 
shall be in full force and effect upon its passage and approval.

Fixing the 
Domicile of Persons, Firms and Corporations Trans- 


noting Business Within the State of Oklahoma; Providing for 
Forfeiture and Kerocation of License to Transact Business in 
the State Upon tbe Filing- in Anj- Court at Record, Claim or 
Declaration of Domicile in Another State or Foreign Country: 
the Duty of Judges Relative Thereto; and Providing Penalty for 
Transacting Business After Revocation of License. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF 


OKLAHOMA: 


SECTION 1: That the domicile of every person, firm or 


corporation 
conducting a business in person, by agent, through 


an office, or otherwise transacting business within the State of 
Oklahoma, and which has complied with or may comply with 
the Constitution and laws of the State of Oklahoma, shall be 
for all purposes deemed and held to be the State of Oklahoma. 


SECTION 2. That the license or charter to do business 


within the State ok Oklahoma of every person, firm or corpora- 
tion conducting a business in person, by agent, through an office 
or otherwise transacting business within said State of Oklahoma, 
who shall claim or declare in writing before any court of law or 
equity within said State of Oklahoma, domicile within another 
state or foreign country, shall upon such declaration, be imme- 
diately revoked. 


SECTION 3: That it shall be the duty of the Judge of any 


court in which any declaration or claim of domicile within an- 
other state or foreign country is filed, to report to the Secretary 
of State and to furnish said Secretary of State with an authenti- 
cated copy of any claim or declaration in writing made or filed, 
declaring domicile within another state or foreign couctry. 


SECTION 4: That the Secretary of State immediately upon 


receipt of the copy of the claim or declaration of any person, 
firm or corporation as aforesaid, shall declare the license or char- 
ter of any person, firm or corporation so filing said claim or 
declaration^ forfeited and revoked. 


SECTION 5: 
That any person, firm or corporation con- 


ducting a business in person, by agent, through an' office or other- 
wise transacting business within the State of Oklahoma, whose 
license to do business within said State of Oklahoma shall have 
been revoked as aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misde- 


meanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not 
less than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) nor more than Five 
Thousand Dollars (?5,000.00) for each day or part thereof they 
shall so conduct a business after the revocation of their license 
to do business within this State as aforesaid. 


SECTION 6: Nothing in this Act shall be construer to al- 


low any corporation organized under the law of any other State, 
Territory or foreign country to exercise the right of eminent do- 
main in the State of Oklahoma. 


SECTION 7: 
An Emergency is hereby declared to exist 


whereby the immediate passage of this Act is declared necessary 
for the preservation of the public peace and safety, and this act 
shall be in full force and effect upon its passage and approval.

Earl Sparks, deputy constable of 


Waco, Texas, arrived 
in Ada last 


night with requisition papers for W 
M Barr alias W 11 Shaw, who has 
been held for the Waco offlcei s for 
about a week. Barr is a man 
\v Ith 


more than ordinary intelligence He is 
nice looking and has not the tace or 
a criminal. Mr. Sparks in converoa- 
tion with 11 reporter told something 
01 his career in Texas. He has serv- 
ed one teim in the Texas penitentiary 
and has escaped From the W-aco jail 
on t* o different occasions. The last 
time he escaped he with three other 
men ivade wooden keys and unlocked 
the jaiJ doorb. Two of the others have 
been captured, Barr making-the third 
and one is still at large. Mr. Sparks 
was surprised that the Ada officers 
had been able to hold him. It is im- 
possible to keep handcuffs on him or 
chain him so he can not free him- 
self. Thursday night he had both legs 
chained but next morning was free 
again He had both hands handcuffed 
last night and this morning he took 
them oft and when the officers enter- 
ed the jail he had them on his ank- 
les. When asked 'why he waited till 
morning to release himself said he 
always slept better with them on, 
being more accustomed to them The 
Ada olficers fear trouble after Mr.
